The weather was good. 


Ship Noses Over 


FLAT, 
Alaska—(/P)—Wiley 
Post, 


globe-circling flier, crashed his plane 
on the Flat airport field at 3:30 p. m. 
Fairbanks time (7:30 p. m. Hope time) 
but he escaped injury. 


Extremely nervous, he had been 


"lost" for seven hours over Alaska, he 
said. 


After circling the field several times 


Post put his fast plane, the Winnie 
Mae, down in an east wind, which 
.bounced the ship three times. Then 
it nosed over. The propeller was bent 
and the landing gear damaged.

, Was established with Fairbanks, and 
arrah'gemehtir'madtr for 'a" plane to 
rush repair parts here. It was believ- 
ed the Winnie Mae might be ready for 
the air again Friday morning. 


Flat is a small settlement on the Idi- 


tarod river, 150 miles south of Nulato. 


In Air 23 Hours 


The Oklahoma flier had been in the 


air 22 hours and 42 minutes when he 
landed here. He took off from Kha- 
Barovsk, Siberia, at 8:58 p. m, (Hope 
time) Wednesday night. 


PJosl's plane first appeared over 


Flat from the northeast, passing at an 
elevation of about 4,000 feet. He head- 
ed south toward a range of hills four 
miles away and then returned to hunt 
for a landing field. 


He said he had been following the 


Iditarod river for seven hours, not 
knowing where he was. Apparently 
he had circled Ruby for some time, 
but had been unable to find the land- 
ing field. 


After being helped out of his plane, 


he was taken to the nearby hangar 
and was examined for injuries, but 
none was found. Mechanics began im- 
mediately to inspect 
the damaged

Bad*weather was encountered over 


Bering Sea, Post said, and he had 
sighted some mountains through the 
clouds near Nome for his first view 
of the American continent.

slash. 


Mr. Hiler stated a final report has 


not been made to the cotton reduction 
officials, but he commented it is be- 
lieved the county will reach its quota 
of 16,000 acres when final figures are 
recorded. As yet, many fields have 
not been inspected, and have not even 
been reported. 


The co-operation of the farmers of 


this county has been splendid, the 
agent averred, particularly so in the 
endeavor to keep the estimated yield 
per acre to the five year average, and 
he wishes to express his appreciation 
of the fine spirit shown. He further 
stated it was a large undertaking for 
the people concerned in the short time 
the measure had to be acted upon. 


Minimum Wages Are 
Announced for U. S. A. 


$15 to $12 Per Week Is Minimum, Depending on Pop* 


ulation of Community 


WASHINGTON — (fP) — President Roosevelt Thursday 


night approved in its entirety a general voluntary code gov- 
erning minimum wages and shorter working hours for Amer- 
ican industry. 


Mr. Roosevelt promulgated the new 
order after Hugh S. Johnson, indus- 
trial recovery administrator, had read 
it over to him alone in 
the White 


House. 


Leaving the White House after his 


almost two-hour talk with Mr. Roose- 
velt, Johnson carried the general ord- 
er under his arm. 


"He put his okey on it," said Johnson 


as he got into his automobile tp re- 
turn to the Commerce 
building to 


make public the order. 


Asked if it goes into immediate ef- 


fect Johnson replied: 


"Yes and no. I will have to explain 


thtat. It isn't built tthat way." 


A few minutes later, Johnson out- 


lined the provisions of .the .plan at 
the Industrial Administration, offices. 


Effcctve August 31 


It called for agreement by employ- 


ers not to employ after August 31 of 
this year any person under 16 except 
for three hours during day time, not 


interfering with school. Child labor in 
manufacturing or mechanical indus- 
tries would be flatly prevented. 


They must agree not to employ and 


accounting, clerical, banking, office, 
service or sales employees for more 
than 40 hours in any one week and 
not to reduce the hours of store or 
service operation to below 52 hours in 
any one week, unless they were less 
than 52 before July 1 of this year. In 
this case they would agree not to re- 
duce the hours at all. 


Factory and mechanical workers 


would be limited to 35 hours until the 
end of this year, with the right to a 
maximum 40 hours week for any six 
weeks within the period, no workers 
exceeding eight hours in any one day. 


Exempt from both preceding pro- 


visions are establishments in towns 
cf less than 2,500 population, not part 
of a longer trade area, which embody 
not more than two persons.

We have 37 boys here from Missouri. 


We had a little excitement here Sat- 
urday afternoon. Lieutenant Butler

'Mamma' boys." 
Thai's 
true 


enough—but the boys from Missouri, 
like us Arkansas fellows, are doing 
men's work. About 12"bf the Missouri 
boys left camp for their homes the 
following morning. 


This camp is known for forestry 


work. They gave us the wrcyig idea. 
Its nothing here but road work. All 
we do about the forests is to put out 
fires on those big rocky mountains— 
and it doesn't make any difference 
whether its day or night. 


We very seldom go anywhere. We 


don't have time.

Utility Bureau of 


Georgia Is Fired 


Governor Talmadge Dis- 


charges All Five Com- 


missioners 


ATLANTA, Ga.-(/P)—Governor Tal- 


madge Friday ousted all five members 
of the Georgia Public Service Com- 
mission on a series of charges includ- 
ing incompetence and the sanction of 
excessive utility rates in Georgia. 


The ouster is effective until the 


next meeting of the General Assem- 
bly, when a majority must approve or 
disapprove the governor's suspension 
order.

Bible class and the Hamm Bible class,"1 was largely a land problem, for the 
state of society was pastoral and agri- 
cultural. But whether it be land, or 
wealth needed for the comrhdfi godd, 
the problem is much the same.

ern society contend that Isaiah's ser- 
mon does not apply to our time? Evil 
ambitions and evil habits go hind iri 
hand. If we had the spiritual visiori 
to see it, we would perceive very 
readily tthat ill-gotten wealth is itself 
a corrupting force, that the man who 
grabs from his fellowmen does not 
benefit by what he grabs, but it be- 
comes a canker of corruption. 


Drunkenness is only one of the so-

It is not a mere mat- 
ter of chance that drunkenness has 
been most prevalent among the very 
poor and the very rich, and that the 
great middle class of honest respecta-

We cnnnot correct these deep evils 


iri society merely by legislation r>r by

"that Call evil good and good evil."

Our ideals 
are perverted from honesty and truth 
and unselfishness, rtnd we imagine that 
we can build success nh3 happiness In 
life While We disregard these things 
as long ns We Jet desirable posesslons 
of oUrstelves, NeitheF individual lives 
nor society cnft be built upon a sound 
fouilda'tlori along those lines.

Section I: The City Clerk of the 


City of Hope, Arkansas, Is hereby 
authorized and empowered to .grant 
and issue license to any person of 
good moral character, and over the 
age of 21 years, who shall apply there- 
for, 
authorizing such person to sell 


(3.2) Beer to any person over the age 
of 21 years, at any point within the 
fire limits of the City of Hope, Arkan- 
sas, provided such person has been 
granted license to sell such (32) Beer 
within said fire limits within the City j 
of Hope, Arkansas, in any quantity, 
which license shall continue in force 
for a period of not more than one 
year or twelve (12) calendar months, 
and all. such licenses shall expire on 
June 30 of each year. 


Section II: Any person, firm or cor- 


poration, who shall obtain license to 
sell (3.2) Beer in any quantity within 
the fire limits of the City of Hope, 
Arkansas, as provided in Section 1 of 
this ordinance, shall pay therefor to 
the City Treasurer of the City of Hope, 
Arkansas, the sum of $150.00 before 
said license shall become effective, 
and shall pay the same amount for a 
license to sell (3.2) Beer within the 
fire limits of the t!ity of Hope, Ar- 
kansas, for any period less than one 
year; but no license shall continue in 
force longer than the 30th day of June 
succeeding .the issuance of the same. 
And no license issued under this or- 
dinance or by the authority thereof 
shall .be transferable. 


I 
Section III: Any 
license 
issued 


• under the authority of this ordinance 
shall apply to one place of business 
only. 


Section IV: Any person, persons, 


firm or corporation, who shall sell 
either for himself or another or be 
interested in the sale of any (3.2) Beer 
without having first procured a li- 
cense authorizing the same in ac- 
cordance with the terms of this or- 
dinance, and any person firm or cor- 
poration that shall sell, or be interest- 
ed in the sale of any (3.2) Beer to 
any minor, shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor and shall be fined in 
any sum not less than $100.00, nor 
more than ?300.00, and shall be im- 
prisoned in the City Jail for not more 
than thirty (30) days. 


Section V: All laws and parts of 


laws and ordinances and parts of or- 
dinances in conflict herewith are here- 
by repealed. 


This ordinance does not repeal any 


laws prohibiting the sale 'of whiskey 
(or home brew) within the City of 
Hope, Arkansas, but repeals only such 
laws or ordinances as prohibit the sale 
of (3.2) Beer within the fire limits of 
the City of Hope, Arkansas. 


This ordinance shall be in full force 


and effect from and after its passage 
and publication.
